Illustrntôd his 
points hy many wcll-c-hosrn quoin 
tlons, and briefly outlined the polnt.s 
for and against the' philosophy of 
ISpicurus. . 

Have Common Origin 

Ih the first pan of his talk, he 
«howcd lhal both philosophies sprang 
from the same source, «hoclc and 
disillusion, and that both wcro de- 
signed to help man exist in a life 
"in which anything might happen to 
anyone at any time." The Eplcu- 
icaii'- Idea is embodied in Swln- 
I'urnc's lines. 

■■....that every weary river, 
"Must soracwljerc find the sea." 
while tho Stoic finds his principles 
expressed in "Invicliis" 

"1 thank whatever gods may Ik: 
Tor my unconqucrablo soul." 
Epicureanism Avoids -Evil 
Epicurus' philosophy will be bel- 
ter inidfTstood when it is kncpwn 
lhal it was built up by him when he 
Ij.od been expelled from his home by 
Ihc Macedonians at the age of nine- 
teen, and while he was wandering 
fur fifteen yt-ars with no settled 
home. During this time it comfortod 
himself, his family, and his friends, 
iind is thus a philosophy formed 
after institutions which had como to 
bo regarded as almost uncbangcable, 
had been swept away at one blow. 

The essence of Iiis philosophy, ac- 
c:ording to Mr. Angus, Is . to avoid 
evil, which is' pain of body and mind. 
To avoid pain oX mind, which is fear 
of future, licalth, and death, one 
muKl realise that life is short, and 
dcatli nolbing. One must for.sakf; 
antbilion, which Is vanity, and be 
friends . with ono another. To avoid 
bodily pain, it is necessary to live 
Himpl.v and sensibly. 

Answering the critieisni llial this 
is a sliirkr-r's philosopliy, and tliat in 
telling everyone to act as lie pleases, 
ill telling tho lazy man to retire from 
the fight and tho brave to act in his 
wa.v it is inconsistent, the speaker 
asked, "If war is unjust and lis 
causes unworthy, why .should we al- 
low ourseivea to be bullied by white 
feathers Into taking an active part 
in It? It the game is not worth the 
candle, wliy should wr go against our 
iiiolinalion and lako pan in UV" 

$toic Ideals Semitic 

In his- discussion of Stoicism, he 
mentioned that It is difficult to find 
the rr;i! f^ioic, since, in contJ-asl to 
Jiplciinanlsm, It has been constantly 
changing. Tho common attitude of 
fill Stoics Is, however, really Semitic, 
«rlth its preaching of rcKigiiatlon, 
that pothlng matters except good- 
jnesF. 

Unfortunaloly. the si)cttk«r deplor- 
ed Stoicism does not nay wliat 
ftoodncsB Is. It a.lso carries out the 

incoiislslfiioy Ijy avowing th.-il one 
juusl do K'j or wliat this duty iji,

Necessity For Independence 
Of Vicvpoint 
- Emphasised 

"InOepcndenco of thought Is the 
first retiulsKo to indcpendonco o( 
notion." This stalcmciU formed the 
keynote of Colonel Uovey's; nddrcss 
to tho Lions Club, whose luncheon 
took place yesterday In the .Mount 
Koyal Hotel. Colonel Hovoy t-pokc (o 
a large and («ympatlietio audicnov 
after n program, which in Hh variety 
would be difficult to e.\cpl. A well 
org.inlsed luncheon was roundwl off 
b.v dancing, soups, and an uJdross 
appealing for funds for the l"c<lcr- 
atcd Charities coining campaign. 
"Tho object of this luncheon l.s to 
start the ball of prosperity rolling, 
and to overcome this psychological 
depression by a. spirit of co_;iipera- 
tlon, courago and action," stated Mr. 
Dick Ilownrd, the president In tlic 
opening speech. 

National Resources Great 
Colonel Bo'vcy said that in do.'tling 
with the subject he had been given, 
"Confidence," he would nttempi to 
delve deeper than to merely survey 
it superficially; he pointed out that 
any views he advaiiccd were his own 
and did not belong to McGill Uni- 
versity. "The first wall of the foun- 
dations of confidence", the speaker 
bcgîui" is national riclics. How can 
Canada fail with her great ivational 
i-esourccp, • mineral wealth, great 
walcnvays, great ^\ .-ilcrpower, ■ and 
her huge agricultural IndusU-i.-sV 
Is Canada Efficient? 
"The second wall In \ our founda- 
tions is national efficiency," he 
continued. In dealing with this head. 
Colonel Bovey cited the view that 
on (his continent business men 
thought only of production, how to 
increase it, and how to imm-ovo it; 
but how much thought was given to 
the all important subject of con- 
sumption'.'" the speaker inquired. 
"Wiiy must Quebec pulpwoud go un- 
used at Î5 ijcr cord?'" 

Independent Viewpoint' Needed 
"A lot liîis been said of the re- 
strictions put i.|ioii national !ibci-*y 
by Ciroat lirituin, but it must !."• r^- 
niembcrcd ■ that independence ot 
thought is often a prercfjuisilc to in- 
dependence of action". Canada is 
bound by bonds ol loyalty to her 
.Sister Dominions and lii a wider 
circle the I-eaguo of .N'ations; the 
United ^-tatî's also, whether wc like 
it or not, plays a large' part in our 
national life. Independence ot (iiuughl 
led to responsible .government: are 
wc betraying our herita'gc by frilow- 
ing the lead of Britain in poill' :k 
and of tho U. S. A. In business? 

Canadians arc now being forceil to 
ihink for themselves or become tlio' 
mere servants of other nations. 
Canada was content to try • and 
"jump on tho band wagon ot pros- 
sperity In tho States, but found tli.at 
it broke down." Now eighty per •eut 
ot Vancouver's trade is in A^ncrlcan 
goods, most of .the Argentlno is run 
with British capital; our wheat 
marketf) in Britain arc being shaken 
by compellllon from that country, 
from Jtoumania and from Huss! ~ 
Now we arc being forced to think 
for ourselves and to work out our 
own salvation. 

Canada Cannot Fall 
t'olonel Bovey ended iila addiess 
with a note of confidi nco in llie face 
of tlie.s« difficulties. "My fourlli wail 
is Courage. Will Canada fail those 
men who carried on in spite of equal 
difficulties in (ho days wlien Canaila 
was being born? No," concluded tho 
sp'-ukor "Canada i'aiini>l full!"

AVhllc 'rivcleera and blast furnaces 
roared the nieiiitiers of Commerce "'3'.! 
walked liunclmlanlly through tho fac- 
tories lit tho .Monlronl Lnconiotlvo 
Works yesterday afternoon under thir 
dircitioii of Professor it. T:ite. The 
iioisc al limes became so ilfaii-nliig 
Unit even the sliouls of llie guide 
couUI not be distinguished. The trip 
was tho third tndustrint visit ot the 
year for tliu Commerce .luniors. 

"Tho factories aro at present run- 
ning far below capacity" staled tho 
guide. "Whereas, 1400 men .aro cm- 
liloyod In good times, tho number now- 
working la 700. The contracts being 
filled In tlic shops ;lI tho present time 
aro locks for the AVclland Canal n.nd 
Ihc now .".7 hundreds for the Canad- 
ian Nallonal Hallways. 

Construction Explained 

The actual construction of tho ginnl 
locomotives was t-xplained detail by 
delair by tho guide. Each locomotive 
costs in the noijrhbourliood of S130.- 
000.. and the nuitiludinous parts if 
placed toyctlicr would completely fill 
a larçîe room. The Montreal Loco- 
motive AVorks constructs every part 
that goes Into tho locomotive. Each 
part is tested . before it is passed 
along to tho assembling room. 

In the machine shop, huge electric 
crains of 35 lo 00 lons capaclty gently 
moved heavy steel bars from one de- 
partmoul to another. Oil immersion 
baths were employed in llie temper- 
ing of steel and particularly of 
springs. Milling machines ot all de- 
scriptions . gouged and scraped the 
heaviest steel.' Electric drill penetritt- 
eil the thickest material while dye- 
stamping in.achlnes molded white hot 
bars. 

Assembling Seen 
Ono of the locomotives is half way 
towards completion In tho assembly 
room and many otlicrs- are well under 
wa.v. After coinplelion exhaustive 
lests aro made willi tho now engine 
on tho plants' lines.- before tho loco- 
motive is turned over lo the railroad. 
.V defective eiiRine is sent back to 
the shops until tlic fault h.is been 
rectified.

Vision Needed in Order to 
Understand People 
Says Prof essor 

"The chance ot practising friendship 
is the greatest thing In college life", 
declared C. F. Angus of Cambridge 
University, in an .-iddresa to the S.C.V. 
ot R.V.C. held In the Common Koom 
yesterday afternoon. The first year re- 
presentative to tlie S.CjV. Cabinet was 
elected at the meeting. The president 
.Marnic .Vllen, announced a supper to 
be held nest Tuesday night at- six 
o'clock In Strathcona Hall. 

"Friends are of two kinds", said 
I'rofessor Angus in his talk on Friend- 
ship; "the people we like and the peo- 
ple who like us. The first kind are 
those who want something from us.

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College Sougs Unpopular? 

EVERY so often one of the Campus or- 
gani.saiions attempts to inciude';in its 
meetinK' a good old McGill song, but to the 
chagrin of all it is found that comparatively 
few of the gathering are at all familiar 
witli more than one or two of the Univer- 
sity's vocal number?. Only three explan- 
ations are possible: either students are not 
interested in singing, or our college songs 
do not appeal to tliem : or else a real oppor- 
tunity for learning them is not present. 

The answer to the first statement is 
more or less obvious. Most normal people, 
including students, must confess that there 
is a certain amount of pleasure to be de- 
rived from a hearty sing-song when all are 
acquainted with the numbers on the pro- 
gramme. Even unskilled talent can share 
in this enjoyment. 

And no one who has the least sense of 
^preciatiwi of music is able to deny that 
McGill's so^s are in any way inferior to 
those of any other university. A glance at 
the McGill University Song Book, now un- 
làiown to both ëophomores and freshmen, 
will reveal a host o/airs that carry one into 
realms hitherto unfrequented. 

The real fault is this: new-comers to 
bollege have few chances to learn McGill's 
songs. Freshmen used to be compelled to 
purchase the Song Book which contains 
airs representative of every faculty of the 
University as well as a number of other 
popular ones. The Handbook issued to all 
students contains two or three of these 
without the tunes. In the same book under 
.the heading "Freshmen Rules" appears the 
{tdvice^Xearn as many McGill songs as 
yoŒUîan.and all her yells." 

The problem is how to follow this in- 
junction. In .iiiie ])aragraph of the same 
booklet headed "The Hooters' Club" the 
following ' notice appears : "Rooters' prac- 
tices for jreshmen are held in the Union at 
the beginning of the term and all students 
are expected to know the college songs and 
yells." If the above statements are still 
supposed to be endorsed by the Students' 
Society acting thi-ough the Council, why is 
it that no action has been taken during the 
ijast two or three years to carry out a pro- 
'gramme of instruction to freshmen and 
others interested? 

. Two .societies exist on- the Campus to 
^foster singing. These, liowever, cannot be 
^expected to reach everyone M'ho .should be 
'inade familiar with iVIcGill's songs. 

We are not suggesting that hazing be 
re-introduced but we do think that there 
should be some means by which freshmen 
Àvould be compelled to learn most of the 
McGill soiig.s. 'Jlie lesult will well I'epay 
,uny effort expended to attain it.
